Falls near Betws-y-Coed, a tourist mecca, or the dramatic 
Aber Falls, at Abergwyngregyn, between Llanfairfechan 
and Bangor, which are the highest in North Wales at just 
under 100 feet (over 30m). Penmachno in the Conwy 
Valley provides a base from which to explore the Conwy 
and Machno Falls.

Snowdonia has more than a 100 lakes, all with their own 
distinct character and setting, from Llyn Ogwen in the 
north to Tal y Llyn in the south. Wales’ largest natural lake 
Llyn Tegid, in Bala, stretches out gracefully between the 
high peaks of Aran Benllyn, Arenig Fawr 
and the spectacular Berwyn mountains. 
The Bala Lake Railway, one of the Great 
Little Trains of Wales, runs along the lake’s 
shores throughout the holiday season. A 
boat trip on Trawsfynydd lake will give 
you an Insight into the area’s folklore as 
well as a view of the location of Camelot 
as seen in the film First Knight. 


In contrast Tal y Llyn with its exquisite 
calm and beauty nestles between 
dramatically steep mountain slopes. 
Lakes, some natural and others 
reservoirs, fill valleys and hollows high above the 
picturesque spa village of Trefriw in the Conwy Valley.

The glistening Menai Straits 
folds gracefully around the 
historic walled town of 
Caernarfon as well as the old 
cathedral city of Bangor with its 
historic university and ornate 
Victorian pier. Caernarfon, 
Conwy and Harlech, from their 
coastal vantage points, are 
amongst the best preserved 
mediaeval fortresses in Britain 
and are designated World 
Heritage Sites. Along Conwy 
Bay, Penmaenmawr’s 
promenade contrasts with the 
mediaeval walled town of 
Conwy itself, which is arguably 
Wales’ best example of living 
archaeology. On the quayside, 
in the shadows of Conwy’s 
majestic ramparts, is the 
smallest house in 

Britain.

Unlike other 
holiday destinations where tourism dominates, the 
land is more than just a landscape. It provides a living for 
thousands of people with agriculture still being one of the 
major industries. Communities are close knit and represent 
the heartland of the Welsh language - up to 7/2 per cent 
speak Welsh. A tradition of hospitality combined with an 
unique culture, rich history, myth and legend make the area 
irresistible.

Welsh, a direct descendent of a language once spoken 
throughout most of the British Isles, has survived for 
thousands of years and shares common roots with other 
Celtic communities in Cornwall and Brittany. It is at the 
heart of the nation’s heritage, in the poetry, music and song 
of the bards (minstrels and poets of ancient times) and in 
the Tales of the Mabinogion. These stories of history and 
magic from the Dark Ages have been passed down from 
generation to generation and recorded in manuscript form. 
Today both culture and language are actively nurtured by 
centres such as the scenic Nant Gwrtheyrn which 
is an old mining village now completely 
dedicated as a residential National 
Language and Culture Centre. 


The landscape has a dramatic quality that Castel! Dolbadarn Castle, Llanberis 
echoes its history - the rugged hills and 


mountains battle with the elements in the 


same way that the Welsh Princes fought 
with the Anglo Norman monarchs. The 
dominantly dramatic castles along the coast are 
truly impressive with Caernarfon, Conwy and Harlech, 
built by Edward |, being some of the finest mediaeval § -——sss SN i, “fli, cal Rf | te 
castles in Britain. However, the mountain-locked strongholds 
of the last native Princes of Gwynedd, have a particularly 
magical atmosphere of their own. Dolwyddelan between 
Blaenau Ffestiniog and Betws-y-Coed is said to be the 
birthplace of Llywelyn the Great, the most powerful 
mediaeval Prince of Wales. Castell-y-Bere inland from Tywyn

Earlier remains include the 
excavations at Segontium, an 
important fort built by the Romans 
at Caernarfon and the Iron Age hill 
fort of Dinas Emrys at Beddgelert. 
On the Llyn Peninsula, the 
numerous stone hut remains of 
Tre'r Ceiri high up in the Eifl 
mountains are unforgettable - the 
whole of the peninsula and 
beyond can be viewed from the 
summit. The mystical Bardsey 
Island or Isle of ‘20,000 Saints’ 
lies at the very tip. This holy island 
called Ynys Enlli in Welsh was an 
important destination for pilgrims 
(apparently three pilgrimages here 
equalled one to Rome) and 
many of them came to 
die and be buried 
there. A Pilgrim's 
Route extends 
along the north 
coastline. 


Stone circles, 
castles, standing stones 
and ancient pilgrims’ 
trails all add to that 
combination of history 
and living heritage which 
makes the region a 
special place to visit.

Gentler walks, through the forests and woodlands of 
Dolgellau and Betws-y-Coed and the passes at Tal y Llyn and 
Aberglaslyn are just some of the many alternatives whilst 
the area boasts a network of traffic-free cycling and walking 
routes. L6n Las Ogwen follows the River Cegin inland 
from Bangor to Tregarth whilst L6n Las Peris meanders 
lazily along the sheltered shore of Llyn Padarn in 
Llanberis. The popular L6n Eifion stretching 
between Caernarfon and the village of 

Bryncir is a beautiful green avenue of native 
trees and L6n Las Menai running between 
historic Caernarfon and the village of Y 
Felinheli provides a glimpse of the Isle of 
Anglesey. 


Mountain bikers should head for Coed-y- 
Brenin, the award-winning forest centre near Dolgellau, 
which boasts the best purpose-built tracks, such as the Red 
Bull, in the UK - if not Europe. The Gwydyr Forest near 
Betws-y-Coed also has miles of brand new trails. For those 
cyclists who prefer their sport a little less structured, there 
are many way-marked routes to be tackled, including the 
Conwy Valley cycle route and the Sustrans National Cycle 
Network routes 5 and 8. The scenic and traffic free, 
recreational routes along the coast are popular with families.

Glorious natural lakes, rivers and waterfalls provide all kinds 
of opportunities to get on the water whether It's white water 
rafting on the River Tryweryn near Bala or fishing for salmon 
and trout on the Dyfi or Tal y Llyn Lake.

The Llyn is not only the most secluded part of Wales, it is arguably 
the prettiest too. The fact that 180 kilometres of the shoreline has 
been designated as an ‘Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty’ and 
Heritage Coast speaks volumes for the LIyn‘s 
untamed beauty. 


The 24 mile long peninsula jutting out into the 
Irish Sea divides Cardigan Bay from 
Caernarfon Bay and is littered with ancient 
sites, reminders of the pilgrim route to 
Bardsey Island at its tip. Take a boat ride out 
to Bardsey Island from Pwilheli or 
Porthmeudwy which is near Aberdaron to see 
the rare plants, birds and rich marine life. 


Aberdaron - just two miles from the 

end of the peninsula this former fishing 
village was the last stop for pilgrims to 
the 6th century monastery on Bardsey. 
RS Thomas, the Welsh poet, lived in a cottage in the 


grounds of Plas yn Rhiw, a Regency manor house now run 
by the National Trust.

Abersoch - is one of the best known dinghy sailing centres 


in Wales as well as a busy seaside resort. There’s a good 
harbour, beach and excellent choice of accommodation.

Llanbedrog - this pretty village also has an 
excellent beach and is a good centre for walks. 
It is also home to one of Wales’ oldest arts 
centres, Oriel Plas Glyn y Weddw. 


Llithfaen - the former slate village and ‘ghost 
town’ of Nant Gwrtheyrn - which is also home 
to a newly developed interpretation centre from 
spring 2003, nearby is now a centre for Welsh 
language studies. Just behind the village are 
the prehistoric remains of Tre’r Ceiri, a hillfort 
made up of 150 dry-stone hut circles behind 
an encircling wall that is 12 feet high in places. 


Nefyn - and nearby Tudweiliog on the quieter 
northern coast overlook sweeping bays. Nefyn 
has a small maritime 
museum and a 
challenging 27 hole 
golf course. 


Porth Dinllaen - a 
mile to the west of 
Nefyn lost in its bid to 
be the terminal for 
lrish ferries in 1839. 
The village, together 
with a mile of beach, 
is now owned by the 
National Trust. 


Porth Neigwl - or ‘Hell’s Mouth’ nr Abersoch, 
one of the best places to surf in Wales. 


Porth Oer - nr Aberdaron, the ‘Whistling 
Sands’ squeak as you walk across this safe, 
clean and secluded bay. 


Pwllheli - the capital of the Ll¥n is the main 
market (on Wednesdays) town for the area and 
also has a modern marina which hosts 
international sailing events. The town has a 
well-equipped leisure centre and Pennarth Fawr 
mediaeval house is nearby. 


Sarn - centrally located this village offers good 
access to all parts of the Ll¥n.

From the foothills of Snowdon to the coast the 
Conwy Valley is one of contrasts. The gorges and 
waterfalls at its head tumble down to fertile 
farmland which follows the valley floor to Conwy 
itself - one of the best examples of a mediaeval 
walled town in the UK. 


There's climbing, cycling and walking in the hills, 
the Conwy Valley railway for enthusiasts and 
visitors alike, and coastal resorts for more 
traditional ‘bucket and spade’ holidays. 


Betws-y-Coed - The gateway to 
Snowdonia has many attractions of Its own, 
not least the world famous Swallow Falls 
and Conwy Falls. Set on the edge of the 
Gwydyr Forest, and built around the 
meeting place of the Conwy and Llugwy 
rivers, Betws Is an attractive, busy town 
which is home to the Snowdonia National 
Park Visitor Centre and the 
Conwy Valley Railway 
Museum and a Motor 
Museum. There is also a nine 
hole golf course. Guided 
walks, rock climbing and 
abseiling are amongst some 
of the activities available. 
Mountain bikes are available 
for hire and there is horse- 
riding too. At nearby 
Penmachno in the Wybrnant 
Valley is Ty Mawr, birthplace 
of Bishop William Morgan 
whose translation of the bible 
into Welsh ensured the 
survival of the language. 


Betws-y-Coed 


Capel Curig - This mountain village is one of the best 
known climbing and walking centres in Wales. It offers a 
good range of accommodation and shops selling 
mountaineering and outdoor wear. Plas-y-Brenin The 
National Mountain Centre is based here and provides expert 
tuition In outdoor activities. 


Conwy - A truly memorable place to visit. The well- 
preserved medieval town walls - with 21 towers and three 
gateways - are unique in Wales. The castle itself is 
remarkable. The suspension bridge, built by Thomas Telford, 
is equally impressive and there are many more architectural 
reminders of the town’s historic past. Other attractions 
include river cruises, pony trekking, the smallest house In 
Britain and the Elizabethan 
town house Plas Mawr. Nearby 
is Bodnant Garden and the start 
of the Cambrian Way long 
distance walking path. 


Lianrwst - This market town is 
an important part of the area’s 
agricultural economy - and was 
once the largest wool market in 
North Wales. The town's best 
known landmark, the narrow 
humpback Pont Fawr, is 
believed to have been built by 
the 17th century architect Inigo 
Jones for Sir Richard Wynn. 
Nearby Gwydir Castle and Gwydir Uchaf Chapel, especially 
noted for its remarkable painted ceiling were also built by the 
Wynn family. Sir John Wynn also founded Llanrwst's 
almshouses which are now open to the public. 


Flusendai Llanrwst: Llanrwst Almshouses 


Llanfairfechan - This friendly resort makes an excellent 
touring base and has a long stretch of beach for children to 
enjoy. For bird watchers there is Traeth Lafan Nature Reserve 
and there are opportunities for angling, windsurfing, riding, 
golf and croquet. Ideal for hill-walking 


Penmaenmawr - Another seaside resort, a favourite with 
19th Century Prime Minister, William Gladstone. The 
seafront, with Its sandy beach, promenade, 
paddling pool and tremendous views ensure 
its popularity today. 


Rowen - One of the prettiest villages in 
Wales. A steep climb takes visitors along the 
Roman Road and passes the 

Maen-y-Bardd megalithic burial chamber. 


Trefriw - The health-giving properties of 
the tron-rich water in this spa village were 
discovered by the Romans and the Spa is 
now a popular attraction. A working mill on 
the banks of the Crafnant River turns local 
wool into tweeds and bedspreads. High 
above the village there Is trout fishing at Llyn 
Crafnant and watersports at Llyn Geirionydd.

Mount Snowdon, Yr Wyddfa in Welsh (meaning ‘great tomb’ and 
named after the legendary burial place of a giant slain by King Arthur) 
sits at the heart of this most visited region of Snowdonia. 


From the rugged peaks of the mountains themselves, much favoured 
by walkers and serious climbers alike, through the passes and valleys 
to the old slate mining town of Bethesda, Royal Caernarfon and the 
university and cathedral city of Bangor, there is some of the most 
spectacular scenery and wild countryside in Wales. 


Abergwyngregyn - just a few miles east 
of Bangor has the highest natural 
waterfalls in Wales. The 100 foot (30m) 
high cascades can freeze into an icy 
column in winter. The beach has Traeth 
Lafan Nature reserve.
